Candid camera snares law breakers 


Council Tax reminder 


Newham Council is 
using hidden cameras 
to help prosecute scrap 
metal dealers who 
break the law by buying 
goods from children. 

Last month one 
dealer in Canning Town 
was fined £200 after 
being filmed buying 
9.5kg of copper worth 
£200 for just £50 from test purchasers aged 14 and 15. 

At Stratford Court, Anthony Hill, owner of T&N Hill services in Ives 
Road, admitted two offences under The Scrap Metal Dealers Act. He 
was also ordered to pay costs of £1,806. 

The council is taking action to tackle cable and lead thefts. Metal 
dealers operating in the borough have been repeatedly warned not to 
buy metal from anyone aged under 16. 

Cllr Ian Corbett, executive member for environment, said: “We will 
prosecute anyone who is found accepting scrap metal from people 
under age. This behaviour could also encourage vandalism resulting 
from scrap metal thefts. These laws are in place to protect young 
people from harm.”

In tough times,

Last year, Newham Council issued 85,000 
reminders to residents who missed a Council Tax 
payment. Ignoring a reminder notice could result in a 
demand to pay the annual balance in full. Usually it is 
spread over ten months. 

This year up to two reminders will be issued. After 
this, missed payments will result in the whole amount 
becoming payable straight away. 

The easiest way to pay your Council Tax is by 
Direct Debit. If you don’t already pay this way

CouncilTax to set up a Direct Debit online. You will 
be able to choose from five payment dates. All 
payments will be taken automatically which means 
you won’t have to remember to pay each month and 
run the risk of forgetting to do so on time. 


Newham legends pass away 




Mayor Sir Robin Wales has called for one of the Olympic 
live sites in Stratford to be named in honour of Canning 
Town’s gold medal winning boxer Terry Spinks MBE who 
died recently, aged 74. 

Terry was the youngest Briton ever to win an Olympic 
boxing gold medal when he took the flyweight title at the 
Melbourne Olympic Games in 1956. After the Games, the 
fighter, who was a product of West Ham Amateur Boxing 
Club, went on to win 41 of his 49 professional fights and 
became an ambassador for the sport. 

Sir Robin said: “Wimbledon has Henman Hill or Murray’s 
Mount. We can have Terry’s Turf. Thousands gathering on 
it would be a fitting tribute to a man whose Olympic glory 
should inspire the current Team GB.” 

Former East Ham resident Bert Weedon also died recently, aged 91. Bert was known for his bestselling manual Play in a 
Day , which taught readers, including musical legends Eric Clapton and Brian May, how to play the guitar.

You will have no doubt seen, read and 
heard an awful lot from me over recent 
weeks defending our work on housing.

Following the Government’s 
decision to restrict the Local Housing 
Allowance cap, and increased 
pressure on the private rented 
sector, we wrote to 1,179 housing 
associations outside of London to 
see if they were willing to take some 
of the 500 homeless cases from our 
waiting list. 

Overall, our waiting list for social 
housing has 28,000 people on it and 
that is only going to increase. 

Housing Minister Grant Shapps 
was quick to claim there were 
thousands of available properties 
around the borough and all we had 



to do was look on a property internet 
website. So we did, and found only a 
handful of properties. A few quick phone 
calls revealed none were available to 
people claiming Housing Benefit. 

If solving our housing problems could 
be done with a few simple computer 
mouse clicks, we’d have done that a 
long time ago and avoided causing any 
undue concern for our residents. 

The minister also accused the BBC 
of playing political games. But their 
reporting of the issue was fair and 
accurate. Let me also make clear that 
we were not trying to make political gain 
out of a difficult situation. 

The council is committed to doing 
what we can - we have Local Space 


- a social landlord that has provided 
1,450 properties for people in temporary 
accommodation.

If you’ve got hopes of making it big in the entertainment industry, an endorsement 
from Simon Cowell goes a long way. This dream scenario became a reality for dance 
group United We Stand, after the straight talking reality TV judge congratulated them 
for their breath-taking performance at the Britain’s Got Talent auditions. 


The winner of the popular talent contest, 
aired on ITV1, has the chance to perform 
at the Royal Variety Performance as well 
as being awarded the princely sum of 
£500,000. And United We Stand are our 
firm favourites to win the competition.

The most talked about dance group 
since Diversity have their roots firmly in 
Newham. As well as rehearsing most 
days at Forest Gate Youth Zone or Centre 
Stage Dance Studios in Stratford, the 
group have connections to the borough 
either as residents, students at the 
University of East London (UEL) and St 
Anglela’s Ursuline School or as dance 
tutors in our schools. 

Their impeccable timing and natural 
flair for dance wasn’t missed by the 
show’s panel of judges, who described 
them as ‘absolutely sensational’ and 
having ‘massive potential’. 

You wouldn’t be wrong if you thought 
you’d seen members of this group before. 
United We Stand are part of a collective 
which includes Unity UK and Unity Youth. 
And Britain’s Got Talent isn’t their first 
brush with fame. Founding member and 
lead choreographer Tashan Muir said:

Throughout London there is a shortage 
of foster carers - and Newham is no 
exception. If you’ve ever considered 
fostering, stop thinking, start acting and 
find out more at our special event on 
Tuesday 22 May at St John’s Church, 
Broadway, El 5. 

What is fostering? 

Fostering is when you care for a child 
when their parents are unable to look 
after them. It may be they live with you for 
a few weeks, a few months or sometimes 
until they are grown up. 

Why consider fostering? 

Fostering is very rewarding. It fits in with 
family life and is home-based. 


Who we are looking for? 

There are many reasons why a child goes 
into care, but what they will all have in 
common are feelings of anxiety about 
what is happening to them. We need 
carers who can help children feel safe, 
secure and settled during the time they 
are living in foster care. 

We welcome carers from all ethnicities 
but are short of carers from an African 
heritage or who are white British. We also 
need more carers to look after teenagers. 

How we can support you 

Every approved Newham foster carer is 
allocated a supervising social worker who will 
support you with your fostering role. There is 
also a emergency duty team on hand 24-7. 


When you first become a foster carer, 
we will give you a setting up grant, so you 
can equip your home ready for the foster 
child. Once a child is placed with you, you 
will receive a weekly allowance to cover 
the costs of caring for them and a weekly 
fee for yourself which will increase as you 
develop your skills and experience.

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Council enforcement officers are stepping up our campaign 
to end the misery of ‘sheds with beds’, illegal dwellings 
with appalling living conditions. We need your help to put a 
stop to this growing problem by reporting suspected illegal 
accommodation and allowing us access into your back garden 
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Since October 2011, council officers 
have been checking outhouses in back 
gardens to help end the exploitation of 
residents forced to live in sub-standard 
and often dangerous housing. 

Six-hundred legal notices have been 
issued and 57 landlords have been 
prosecuted for offences in the past 
year. More than 2,000 cases have been 
investigated. 

Executive member for environment, 
Councillor Ian Corbett, said: “We’re taking 
action because sheds or outbuildings are 
being used to exploit vulnerable people. 
Problems linked to these dwellings 
include anti-social behaviour and public 
health problems such as excess rubbish 
or sewage. 

“They rarely conform to fire regulations 
which puts everyone’s lives at risk, 


including neighbours. Many are unfit for 
human habitation. 

“Bringing more people into a 
neighbourhood puts a strain on council 
services. And as these people do not pay 
Council Tax, the burden of extra costs 
falls on everyone else.” 

The enforcement team is using aerial 
photography to target addresses where 
they believe outbuildings are being used 
illegally. You can help end this illegal 
behaviour by reporting buildings you think 
may be used to provide housing. 

Here are some of the scenes 
officers have uncovered 


1. The owners of this rear outbuilding 
changed its use from a storage unit to a 
place which could house more than odds 


and ends. Last 
November, 
officers 
discovered 
a toilet and 
kitchen in 
the building, 
suggesting that it was being lived in. The 
owner ignored a warning to remove all 
fixtures and fittings and is now facing 
prosecution.

building in this way. A warning produced swift results, and the 
landlord quickly removed his tenants along with the fixtures 
and fittings. 



4. A couple and their pet were 
squashed into this building at the rear 
of a commercial property. With no 
garden for the pet to exercise, when 
nature called it had no choice but to 
deposit its mess indoors. 



What the council can do: 

> where we find illegal dwellings, the council will 
take action.

> landlords will be prosecuted through the courts and 
could face hefty fines. 

How you can help 

If one of our officers calls at your home, ask to see their 
photographic identity card to check who they are. All they will 
want to do is look at an outbuilding they have identified nearby 
as being of concern. You will not be identified and the officer 
will not take up any more than a few minutes of your time.

Whether you’re young or old, no one 
likes to see streets littered with rubbish. 
You tell us that clean streets are one of 
the top three things that matter most 
to you. Young people often get blamed 
for making the borough a mess, which 
is why Young Mayor Abraham Male has 
made cleaning up their act one of his 
priorities.

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If ever an opportunity comes along for 
Newham's talented youngsters to join the top 
brass, then they are always up for the challenge. 


So when a group of musicians from 
Forest Gate’s Shaftesbury School were 
offered the exciting opportunity to play 
alongside the world’s most famous brass 
band, they were certainly ready to blow 
their own trumpets - and trombones, 
tubas and other instruments. 

The bold as brass pupils, all part 
of Newham’s innovative Every Child a 
Musician programme, made all the right 
noises when they took part in a masterclass 
with the Grimethorpe Colliery Band. 

The band, from South Yorkshire, 
was formed in 1917 as a leisure activity 
for workers at the colliery. International 
fame came with the 1995 film Brassed 
Off, starring Ewan McGregor, the plot 
of which was based on Grimethorpe’s 
struggles against pit closures. The film’s 
soundtrack was recorded by the band. 

The masterclass was arranged as part 
of the Newham-Barnsley Partnership, 
the link up between Newham and 
Barnsley councils to deliver a 
2012 legacy outside of London 
by using the power of the 
Olympic Games and Paralympic 
Games to connect very different 
communities. 

The colliery band travelled to 
Forest Gate with children from 


the choir at Birkwood Primary School in 
Barnsley. The visitors got the chance to 
see views of the Olympic Park in Stratford 
before they returned to Shaftesbury 
Primary to take part in a special 
performance for families of pupils from 
both schools. 

Mayor Sir Robin Wales, right, who also 
watched the performance, said: “Through 
our Every Child a Musician programme 
we now have more than 6,500 primary 
school children learning an instrument. 

For our young people to be able to have 
the opportunity to learn from the world’s 
best brass band was truly memorable.” 

Birkwood School head teacher Julie 
Allen said: “We already have a 
great relationship with Grimethorpe 
Colliery Band. The visit has allowed 
our pupils to grasp the legacy of 
the 2012 Games and Newham’s 
youngsters to learn a little about 
our mining heritage.”

park draws to a close, John sees a bright future ahead thanks to Workplace.

> WORKING LIVES 


Newham Council’s employment 
service has helped more than 
1,600 people like John find work by 
equipping them with the skills they 
need to sustain employment as the 
borough becomes a magnet for 
developers, helping with both training 
and finding jobs. 

The construction industry has never 
been an easy option. The work is difficult, 
often short-term and is the first to suffer 
in a downturn. But increasing skills, such 
as training to operate heavy machinery, 
boosts people’s chances of continuing 
employment. 

What construction experience 
did you have before you visited 
Workplace? 

I’ve been in the industry for 23 years, 
so I’ve been through the ups and 
downs. I started by laying pipes. One 
day someone didn’t turn up, so I 
ended up in charge of eight people. 

It’s gone on from there. Each day is 
different and you’re usually with a good 
team of lads. 

What training have you undertaken 
with help from Workplace? 

I did the First Aid at Work course which 
employers are very keen on. I’ve been 
trained for dumper trucks, telescopic 
forklift trucks, 360-degree diggers, 
telescopic handlers and most recently 
tunnelling. At the end of each course 
you get your certificate - or what we call 
a ticket. The more tickets you have, the 
greater your chances of getting work. 

With all of the other big agencies 
you’re just a number and that’s it as 
soon as a job is over. Workplace go 
out of their way to help you. They 
still keep in contact about other 
opportunities. They are getting better 
and better. 

How do you get training? 

Workplace organises the course but 
only if there is a job offer. It usually 
doesn’t cost you money. All it takes 
is time; I have to take a day off. 
Employers are okay as they get a 
person with qualifications. 


Where have you worked on the 
Olympic Park and what have 
you done? 

Everywhere! I was the 189th person to 
start on the project when everywhere 
was an empty space. I’ve worked on 
the stadium, the media centre and even 
re-routed a river. 

Are you worried about finding work 
after your contract ends? 

No. When I first started on dumper 
trucks, I realised other operators were 
older people and they were retiring. I 
have recently secured a tunnelling ticket 
which will cover me for the next ten years 
and enable me to work on Crossrail. 

What advice would you give 
to someone who is looking for 
construction work? 

There is work out there, as long as 
you’re trained and and prepared to 
work hard. Once you’re in somewhere 
you can make the contacts that create 
opportunities for work. If you don’t ask, 
you don’t get. 

Is there a particular part of the 
Olympic project that stands 
out for you? 

Watching the stadium being put 
together. At one stage they had the 
second-largest crane in Europe there. 
Something like that lets you understand 
the scale of it all. 

What are you most looking forward 
to about the Games? 

It would be nice to see the Opening 
Ceremony but given the chance it has to 
be the football.

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Causing a distraction 


Distraction burglary is when someone 
uses a lie, trick or distraction to 
deceive their way into a building 
which they can then rob. Sometimes, 
violence is used to gain entry. The 
police have seen this kind of crime 
rise, but the good news is that you 
can easily protect yourself and your 
property from these kinds of criminals. 
Here are some top tips provided by 
Crimestoppers: 

Just say no - Although most 
people who come to your door will 
be genuine, you should be cautious 
when answering the door to anyone 
you don’t know - man, woman or 
child. If you’re concerned, phone the 


company the person says they’re 
from using a number given on official 
literature or the company’s website. A 
genuine caller will wait. 

What’s the magic word - A lot of 

companies offer password schemes. 
Ask your suppliers if they do and 
sign up. 

Get your facts straight - The ‘water 
board’ no longer exists - but bogus 
callers will often say this is where they 
are from. 

Lock it off - Keep your home secure 
- lock windows and doors, even 
when you’re inside. 


In your face - Distraction burglars 
often work in pairs or teams so if you 
do let someone in, make sure you 
close the door behind them. 

Send them packing - The average 
age of a distraction burglary victim 
is 81. If someone comes to the door 
asking for help, send them on to a 
younger neighbour. If you know your 
neighbour’s phone number, let them 
know what you’ve done. Alternatively, 
phone someone to come and help 
you or try to help through the 
closed door. 

In a nutshell - If you’re not sure, 
don’t open the door.
